On Saturday afternoon the Coroner for 
the County of Glomorgan impanneled « 
jury, and inspected the bodies of the dend. 
A visit to the desolate homes where they 
lay, disclosed cases ot the most distressing 
character, whole familica having been swept 
off, In one house a futher and three sons 
lay stretched in death as though they were 
calmly sleeping, and the fourth son lay 
dead a few doors off. In another family 
of six that went out well and bearty in the 
morning, only one had been brought back 
alive, and he will be # cripple for life 
should he survive his injuries, In some 
houses the poverty of the occupants was so 
great thot they were destitute of tle means 
of laying out the bodies, and consequently 
the corpses in all their ghastly disfigure 
ment lay on the stone floor covered with 
sacks. In one house two lads injiired lay 
on the floor as they were brought from the 
pit, the inmates fearing to touch them lest 
they should kill them too soon, in most 
of the houses the distress und sorrow were 
intensified by the too well grounded fear 
that otliers were to come to swell the list 
ot victims, In all cases certificates uf burial 
were given, and the funeral expenses will 
be borne by the firm in whose service the 
uofortunate fellows have died. 

The latest despatches of Monday, Noy, 
11, state that there is some hope entertain- 
ed that the number at first stated to be in 
the pit was somewhat over estimated.— 
Still, however, the number of deaths will 
not fall short of 200, The damage to the 
pit, which is somewhat considerable, has 
been confined to the western workings, and 
since the explosion took place every effort 
has been used to remove the debris, and 
restore pure air into the pit, But few 
bodies have been removed since Saturday. 
At present it is impossible to give the ex 
act number that bave perished, as no 
acount to be relied on can be obtained.— 
Some say. there are 170 in the pit at the 
present time, while others say there are 
258 bodies to be brought op. Several of 
the poor fellows who were brought up 
alive have since died, and the number of 
deaths so fur is 53.

Ming Theodore and his Bar- 
: barities. 


A letter, dated September 7th, from 
Lieutenant Prideaux, one of the Abyssinian 
captives, bas been published, Further 
details are given in it of Theodore’s cruelty 
and ferocity, During a plandering expe- 
dition Le attacked a flourishing little town 
and captured 1,500 of the inhabitants, who 
were burnt alive in five large houses 
selected for the purpose. On & report 
reaching from him that 2,000 of the soldiers 
wished to desert, they were surrounded by 
others and their throats cut like cattle,— 
The mothers, wives, and children of these 
wretched men were pistolled by the sel 
diers, and 298 chiefs of the district have 
bad their hands and feet cut off, and then 
been left to die with starvation, Lieut. 
Prideaux mentions » case in which the 
peasants of a district hal repulsed the 
King’s forces. In a letter dated Magdala, 
7th September, Mr, Rassam also gives a 
pitiable account of the present condition 
of Abyssinia, The rebellion is now general, 
and the King has considerable difficulty 
in communicating with Magdala. Mr. 
Rassam confirms the story that Theodore 
iad butchered 2,000 men who had intended 
to run away, and mentions other cruelties 
of a most barbarous character which are 
reported to haye been perpetrated in the 
royal camp.

Letters posted at any office, wholly un- 
paid, shall be sent to the Dead Letter Office, 
but if nny letter is only partially paid, it

Qa local or drop letters the rate shall bo 
ong-cent per lialf ounce, and in all ‘cases 
pre-paid. 

Clause 22 and following clauses provide 
that the rates of postage upon newspapers 
publisticd in Canada, issued not less tre 
quently than once a week from a known 
office of publication, and sent to subseribers 
in Canada or elsewhere by mail, shall, from 
and after Ist January, 1800, be one cent 
for three numbers, or in that proportion 
for any greater number, to be in all cases

Eggs by Weight. 


A dozen of oggs isa little more definite 
quantity than a dozen of potatoes, but still 
a vory indefinite quantity, A dozen of egas 
from little, scrawny, tll-kopt chickens, sell 
for the same price ass dozen from large, 
well-kept fowls, while the difference 
between them is as great as the disparity 
between the hens thatlaidthem, Purchas. 
ers in the market take their chances for big 
and little, and each gets a fair ayerag: 
But it is not so with producers, and he 
where tho injustice occurs, The man who 
raises choice towls and keeps them in good 
condition, sells large, rich eggs for the sane 
price per dozen that. is paid for others 
one third smaller, This operates as # 
discouragement to raising good hens, and 
3 4 premiuin on poor ones. ; 

A writer in the Canada Farmer insists 
that eggs should be sold by the pound, as 
well as meat and butter, and “gives the 
difference in, the ayerage weight of a dozen 
of eggsfeom different breeds of fowls, as 
follows: Common fowls, one pound and six 
ounces; Spanish, oie and 9}ounces; Gray 
Dorking, one pound and 10 ounces ; Gray 
Dorking and Bramab, one pound and 14 
ounces; Gray Dorking and Cochin, one 
pound and 154 ounces. : 

These are the differences in the average 
weight from different breeds. Should 
we compare the poorest specimens 
nf the poorest breeds, with the 
best “specimens of the best, we would 
flad a difference of fully one half, and 
yet all are sold atthe same price. We buy 
and sell nothing atso loose an adjustment 
of quantity to price as egys, except when 
we buy wood by the load. Even apples 
and peaches, wien sold by number, have 
the price adjusted to the si But big or 
little, an egg 15 an egg.— Wisconsin Farmer.

What makes a Man Rich. 


Riches and poverty are dependent more 
on internal dispositions than external cir- 
cumstances, There is certainly no given 
amourt of gold or silver that can be Isid 
down asconstituting wedlth, Before the 
war a man worth a hundred thousand dol- 
lars would have been called rich by yari- 
ously circumstanced people, while now it 
takes five or ten limes that sum with some 
to make a respectable fortune. Every one 
knows how much his own ideas on this 
subject have altered within the last ten 
years. In Prescott’s Conqucst of Peru, it 
isreluted how the sudden possession of the 
precious metals by the soldiers of Spain 
produced such a disturbance of yalue in 
Europe, and especially in America, that a 
quire of letter paper was worth Feveral 
thousand dollars, and common soldiers 
gambled awayin asingle night fortunes 
that some grandees of Evrope would have 
esteemed quite respectable. Itis said one 
mun possessed an image of the sun, made 
of wrought gold, eight feet in diameter 
across the face, It was taken from the 
front of one of the temples of the natives ; 
but he gambled it away in a single night, 
and the day dawned on him a beggar,— 
Hence came the Spanish proverb, “To play 
away the sun betore sunrise.” There is 
getting to bea reckless sort of gambling 
and speculation with many, not indeed so 
disturbing in degree, but as absurd and 
mad in port of principle, as many of the 
speculative transactions of that world- 
renowned period. In the oil regions a man 
whose wells were netting him three thous- 
and dollars a day, two or three years ago, 
has been reduced to poverty. 

That man is rich who possesses more 


| . r 
than he requires; and heis poor, no matter 


what he possesses, who needs more than he 
has the power to procure, The idea of 
riches is that of plenty, of dominion, and 
rule, He who has control of bis own desires 
ancl wants, and can supply them, is rich— 
He who longs for what he cannot command 
is poor, no matter What amount of money 
orproperty he has. Hence riches ard poy- 
erty are always fluctuating, not only with 
the supply of paper or of precious metals, 
a3 many suppose, but still more with the 


demand occasioned by the hopes and fears 
of the mercantile faith of the hour and of 


the men. When from any cause the de- 
mand isin excess of the means of supply 
forthcoming, whether it be tor one dollar 
to purchase a dinner, or one hundred 
millions to construct o railway across a 
continent, there ia poverty.

OF IWASTINGS, ONTS 


Mr, Dickens gave bis tirat reading in Bos 
ton on Monday night, before an tnimens 
audience, by whom: be was yery warmly ro 
ceived. His selections were * A Chriatinns 
} Carol,” and the Trial Scenein * Pickwick.” 
We subjoin a condensed account of the af 
fair, taken from the correspondence of some 
American papers : 

THE AUDIENCE, 

Although the tickets for the readings 
carry twice repeated on their face the re 
quest that “the audience would all be 
seated punctually at eight o'clock,” it was 
nearly 8:15 before the vast crowd had 
simmered down to a state of comparative 
quiescence, And it was indeed a vast au 
dienco—such a crowd as ia seldom gathered 
in a single hall to meet any single man, 
The line of carriages ran down all manner 
of streets and Jost itself in the suburbs, 
All the curs leading from the outlying 
towns brought io fresh recruits to the great 
army, and the snow that had been falling 
all the afternoon at last gave up trying 
to reach the pavement, and went to some 
other place, while the moon shone out and 
helped the gas lamps light the gay, strug 
gling swarming multitude that was trying 
to got inside the doors — watched by a long- 
fuced silent multitude that crowded round 
the doorways without tickets, and no hope 
of getting in atall. Inside the house, the 
scene was striking enough. Few cities 
anywhere could show an audience of such 
character, Hurdly a notable man in Boston 
or 50 miles ubour, but was there, and we 
doubt if even in London itself Mr, Dickens 
ever reat! before such an assemblage, There 
sat Longfellow, looking like the very spirit 
of Christmas, with bis ruddy cheeks and 
brnght soft eyes looking out from the vest 
of snow white hair and snow white beard 
There was Holmes, looking crisp and fine 
like a tight little grape skin, tull of wit 
instead of wine, There was Lowell, us if 
Sidney himself had come back with his 
poct’s heart, smiling sad!y through his 
poet’s eyes. Here, too, was the elder Dana, 
now an old man of eiglity, with long gray 
hair falling round & face bright with shrewd 
intelligence, as able now ns thirty years ago 
to write Paul Felton or The Buccaneer. Run- 
ning the eye over the hall, one saw other 
men widely known. Charles Eliot Norton, 
whose translation of Dante's Vita Nuova 
may wellstand side by side with his master, 
Longfellow, ot the grandersong There in 
the gallery is Edwin Whipple. Yonder 1s 
Fields, to whom all owe this great p!easure, 
for he suggested, urged and made this visit 
of Dickens easy ta him. Bishop Eastburn, 
over on the other side, seems thankful that 
clergymen haye yet some pleasure left. 
There is Povle, the librarian of the Athen- 
eum, one of our men who knows most about 
books, and Samuel Eliot, the President of 
the Social Science, and George Green, who 
recently crossed blades with Bancroft. 


THE PLATFORM. 


Dickens is an artist in all he does, and so 
careful 1s he of any point, that nothing shall 
go aniiss, that he las brought with him 
from Enpgland-all the appointments by 
which he is surrounded, when lie reads at 
home. At the back of his platform is 
stretched u long screen covered with dark 
red cloth—red at least it looked by gaslight, 
though Fields told me it was purple—and 
in front of it stands a table with square 
legs covered with neh crimson velyet—the 
top, also, covered with the same, hanging 
over tle edge, and bordered with heavy 
fringe, At one side of this table projects a 
little shelf, also covered with velvet, on 
which are a water-bottle and glass, and at 
the left hand corner is asquare block about 
eight inches high—that also covered, top 
and sides, with velvet, like the rest. On 
this block the reader rests his book, and 
uses it, beside, a8 an accessory in his by- 
play. Now it is Bob Crotchite’s desk in 
Scrogg’s office. Now it is Mv. Fiezwig's 
desk, from which he looks benignantly 
down on his apprentices. Now it is the 
desk on which resis the Christinas goose of 
the Crotchite family. A very useful little 
velvet box Mr. Dickens makes it, I assure 
you, and the audience-gets to look upon it 
as quite a delightful piece of furniture. 
“oun MUTUAL FRIEND” APPEARS. 

Mr. Dickens is not quite as rigid in his 
punctuality as dear Fauny Kemble used to 
be, who began like a beautiful fate, the min- 
ute tho clock struck 8, no mutter whether 
people bad come or not, and treated the 
laggards to bewitching frowns as they crept 
belated up the aisles. But at last he comes! 
He enters, holding the book in both his 
hands; comes up the steps with a quick, 
spnnging walk, and, standing at his velvet 
desk, proceeds to work, like a man of 
business, He is dressed with a perfect 
nestness and simplicity, not u trace of the 
old foppery—though the Antumn’s flower 
after all the youthful dandyism—is seen 
in his button hole in the shape of a white 
carnation, and « pink rose bud. On bis 
shirt frovt, there is nothing more pretend 
ing than a plain gold stud, Fle has, to be 
gure, considerable watch chain, and on hi 
finger a diamond but nothing as 
nouicenble in bis dress. He stands there 
quiet gentleman, plain Churles Diskens, 
and that name is grace ond ornament 
enough, All of us are familiar with the 
portraits of Mr. Dickens, which show us 
\ nun somewhat middie life, with 
thin, geay hair , and eyes 
downcust reading on a book; a striking 
contrast to the boyish face of twenty-five 
years ago, with his large eves fall of wonder 
and sensitive feeling, its delicate, almost

Tho most effective reading | 
We ever listened to—it was the most beau 
tifully simple, straightforward, hearty | 
}picee of painting from life, Dear Boh | 
Cratcbite made twenty-five hundred friends 
before he lind spoken two words, and if| 
everybody had obeyed the impulse of his} 
heuft, and seut him a Christmas goose, ho | 
would have been suffocated in a twinkling, | 
under a mountain of poultry. As for the 
delightful Fizzlwiya, not the coldest heart 
inthe audience but warmed to them at 
once, Probably never was a hail so thor 
oughly enjoyed asthe one given by these 

gorthy people to their apprentices, The 
grchteat bit of the ovening was the point 
where the the dunce exccuted by Mr, and 
Mrs. Fizziwige to Miss Fizziwig was des 
cribed. The contagion of the audience's 
Jaughtor reached Mr. Dickens himself, who 
with difficulty brought out the inimitable 
drollery “ after which Mr. Fizzlwig cut 
positively—cut so that a light seemed to 
shine from his very calves, and he actually 
winked with his legs.” This was too much 
for Boston, and I thought the roof would 
go off Noxt to this, the most effective 
point was ‘Tiny Tim, whose plaintive tre- 
ble, with Bob Cratchite’s way of speaking 
of him brought out so many pocket hand- 
kerchiefs that it looked as if « snow-storm 
bad somehow got into the hall without 
tickets. Seldom do we hear such genuine 
pathos as that with which Mr, Dickens 
read the poor father’s lament over his little | 
Jamb cluld, and greatwas the genius which 
enabled him to walk so sufely on the dan 
gerous edge that separates nature, pure 
and simple, from mere trauestie. 

The Christmas party at the house of 
Scrogy’s nephew, where Tuppius plays 
blind man’s buff with the plump sister in 
the lace tucker, wasa thing never to be 
forgotten. When Dickens suid, “I no 
more believe that the man was blindfolded 
than I believe he bad eyes in his boots,” 
his facial expression ~ indignant us, of a 
man being put upon, and yet with a con- 
sciousness of the absurdity of the state- 
ment that makes him laugh in spite of his 
anger—was inimitable, and it was long 
before the audience would let bim get on. 
At laste we bud it, and the plump sister 
with the lace-tucker to become immortal. 
There was an intermission of about ten 
minutes between the reading of “ The 
Christmas Carol” and “The Trial Scene 
from Pickwick,” and as be closed the book 
with Tiny Tim's ‘* God,bless us every one,” 
the enthusiasm of the vast assemblage 
broke forth in such expressions, as to those 
who know the impassiye nature of Boston 
audiences, showed plainly enough that the 
heart under all their silk and broadcloth 
wus fairly stirred and beating with warm 
good will. But Dickens was plainly not 
to be persuaded intoa speech. Forall the 
uproar, lie did not appear again, until the 
court called up the case of Bardell versus 
Pickwick. It was easy to see that the 
reader himself had a peculiar affection for 
the part—a leaf torn from a book that is 
associated with the beginning of his fume, 
the end out of which this splendid tree- 
Lstuck, set with flower and frutt lias grown. 
He read it with full force, throwing him 
self into it with all his heart, and, I may 
add, with all his body, for he put more 
acting into this part of bis reading than 
into the first part. Sergeant Buzfuz’s 
speech to the jury was without « flaw, o 
pearl of the art of acting, avd no words of 
mine or anybody could express the way in 
which Nathaniel Winkle was before us. 
Not less excellent was the Judge—the 
sourest, dryest, most crossgrained piece of 
legal stupidity that ever was seen or heard 
of. Talk about fucial expression, nothing 
more wonderful was ever seen than the 
change from the Judye, who seemed to 
always be smelling something disagreeable, 
to the frank, cheery face of Samuel Weller, 
as fresh as a rose and as good to look at.— 
Here was a scene: The minute the Court 
said, * Call up Samuel Weller,” that friend 
of near thirty years’s standing was recog 
nized by all Boston at a glance, aud bis 
mounting the stand was a signal for such 
a hand-shaking (speaking in a figure) that 
he will never forget. And wasn’t it jolly 
to seo him, jolly to hear him, and, jolliest 
of all to hear that deep, rich voice of Ins 
old father, deep and rich us the foam on 
his quart pot of ale, calling out from the 
gallery “ Put it down with a we, my lord, 
put it down with a we,” 

In reading these works of . bis, Mr. 
Dickens neither follows the original text, 
nor adheres closely by any means to the 
text of tlie pretty and convenient band- 
books which he has himself condensed and 
prepared. He leaves out a vood deal, 
changes words, mistakes words sometimes, 
and really much of it seems impromptu, — 

The great peculiarity of his delivery is 
in its slow deliberate clear cut distinct- 
ness. Thisis in the descriptive parts — 
When it suits the occasion, his delivery 
tnkes every shape, nnd is good for all needs, 
Scroye’s grow!,—Bob Cratcbite’s trembling 
appeal,-—the pompuous bluster of Buzfuz, 
—Mrs, Cluppin’s maundering whine. avd 
Sam Weller’s manly yeoman’s shout are all 
echoed by that magicul voice, which wilt 
recounized wherever it iy heard in 
America as the voice of a great author, and 
| of the greatest, perhaps (certainly an versa 
| tility of power the greatest), that bas ever 
| charmed our Western World,

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eGrand Trunk Railway Bil 
ARGUMENT BY MI DRYDOES—DIsCcUssIon 


BEVORE THR RAILWAY COMMITTEE. 


[Prom the Toronto Leader.) 
Orrawa, Dec, 8. 

The Railway Committee met to day to 
consider the Grand Trauk Bill, Mf. Curtier 
in the chair, There was a large attendance 
of members. 
The Chairman said Mr. Brydges, the 
manager of the Grand Trunk Railrond, was 
present, and be understood was prepared to 
offer some explanations with regard to the 
nature of the Act before the Committee. 
Mr. Brydges then addressed the Com- 
mittee in a speech of some length. He 
eommenced by stating some facts with re- 
ference to the Grand Trunk Arrange. 
ments Act of 1862, which this Act proposed 
to amend, The Grand Trunk Railroad was 
opened tlirougliout in 1860. Daring the 
first year the traffic did not answer the ex 
pectations, The traffic in Canada was not 
suflicicnt to support the railway, nor was 
there an amount of through traffic sufficient 
to make up the deficiency. Daring 1860, 
and the early part of 1861, the Company 
found itself entirely unable to pay its obli- 
gations, Lengthened discussions as to the 
position of the Company then took place 
among the various classes of bond and 
shareholders, and us the result of these dis- 
cussions an arrangement agreed to by the 
parties interested was submitted to the 
Parliament of Canada, and becawe Jaw in 
1862. At that time the Grand Trunk Com- 
pany was largely indebted, and was unable 
to pay any interest on any class of its bonds. 
Debts to the amount of two and 4 half mil- 
lions sterling were pressing the Company. 
A number of judgments stood recorded 
against it; the wages of the employees 
were largely in arrears; it was unable to 
pay current accounts for supplies--the re- 
sult almost amounted to a stoppage of the 
road. The net profit earned for the year 
ending 30th June, 1861, was £108,491 stg.; 
interest was paid on only £8,275 sterling 
on the total cost of the line Alter the 
passage of the Act of 1862 the different 
Creditors of the Company were settled with 
partly by the issue of postal bonds and 
partly by the issue of other securities, At 
the same time Pafliument gaye authority 
to raise £500,000 sterling in priority to ex- 
isting securities of the Company to provide 
sidings, additional rolling stock, &. The 
Company were thus enabled to add 18 per

American currency, or 1} cen\s per ton per 
milo Canadian currency, The rato nccordiny 
to the printed tariff, although he was sorry 
to say they wero ofven compelled to take leas 
from Toronto to Portland, was one and a

for the high ratio of working expenses and 
the low net earnings which the railway pro 
duced,

Mr. Brydges onid thatasa rule the rates 
from places in Canada to Montreal were 
lower thon to Portland ; they were gener- 
ally less than a cent per mile, and the high- 
est rate in winter was one and a half cents, 
He then proeened to explain ‘the clause 
which referred to the agreements with the 
Buffalo and Lake Huron, and Montreal and 
Champlain railroade. As regarded the 
former, it was discovered, during the pro- 
greas of thé act of 1866, when it was too 
Jate to make change, that it did not pro 
vide, a8 was usually done in such cases, 
that the companies would have power to 
vary the arrangements between themselves 
trom time totime. It was now proposed 
to supply this omission. 


FROM OUR OTTAWA OORRESPONDENT. 


Orrava, Dec. 4th, 1867, 

‘To-day on the assembling of Parliament, 
the first important question submitted was 
by Mr. Mackenzie, chairman ofthe Pnating 
Committee, who presented the report of 
the sub-committee, stating the rates at 
which official reports of the debates of the 
House could be furnished. This report 
recommended the employment ofa sufficient 


nomber of reporters to produce fourteen 
columns of debates every day, this to be the 
maximum ; these columns to be the sizs of 
the Torouto Globe or Montreal Herald. It 
was not proposed to give verbatim reports. 
When too long they would have to be cur. 
tailed, and each member was to be allowed 


cent to their engine stock, 34 per cenc to 
passenger curs, and 22 per cent to the stock 
of freight cars. The gross traffic for the 
year ending 30th June, 1866, was £725,000, 
for year ending June 80,1867, was£1,838,000 
—uan increaso of £618,000. The net profit 
earned in 1861 by the Grand Trunk, But— 
falo and Lake Horon and Montreal & Lake 
Champlain railroads was £188,207 sterling ; 
for the year ending June, 1867, it was 
£264,069, an increase of nearly 100 per 
cent. Such had been the result of the 
working of the Arrangements Act of 1862. 
During the seven years from 1861 to 1867, 
the Company had expended on improye— 
ment and repair of its permanent roadway 
£1,569,000 sterling; it hxslaid 718 miles of 
new rails and 2,405,000 sleepers, which yas 
equivalent to so entire renewal of the 
slecpers of the line in that period. This 
had been paid for out of the earnings of the 
railway. In addition to that, the Company 
had to snfler a very serious loss, owing to 
the American war, and this was really the 
cause of its present embarrassment, a cause 
the full consequences of which were not 
foreseen in 1862. The Company had 
suffered a direct loss on exchangein conse- 
queses of the alteration of the American 
currency to the atngunt of £312,000, and 
to pay for the increased prices in labor and 
of materiuls, &c., on those portions of the 
line within the United States £440,000 more, 
making in all £750,000 as the loss incurred 
in consequenceof the American war. This, 
with the other sum paid for the improve: 
ment of the roadway, &c., made altogether 
£235,000 paid out of the earnings of the 
line. He observed that in the discussion 
on the second reading of this bill, it was 
stated that during the lust half year the 
Company was unable to pay interest on any 
portion of its capital, and that its working 
expenses exceeded its receipts. So far from 
that being the cuse, he begged to state that 
during the soven years ending 80th June 
Jast, the Company had paid dividends and 
interest on various classes of its securities 
amounting to £1,568,000 stg. In 1861 it 
paid interest, us he liad said, on £872,000 
stg.; during (lie last three years it had paid 
in nddition to the large sums he had men- 
tioucd for improvement of roadway and 
loss by the American war, ‘interest on five 
and u balf millions sterling of capital, 
In reply to a question by Mr, Howe, 
Mr. Brydges proceeded to enumerate the 
various Classes of securities on which this 
{nterest had been paid. He then eaid that 
the railway Had in five years retricved Its 
position to this extent. ‘The act of 1862 pro- 
vided that theinterest if not earned should 
be paid in.certain securities defined in the 
act. Thishad beendone, This arrangement 
was to continue for ten years, and it was im- 
possiblé to say wether by that time the com- 
pany would hays progressed to the oxtent 
hecossary to ennbleit to pay in cash what the 
shareholders had agreed to recelve in paper, 
If tho American war had not intervened the 
company would at this time havo been in a 
position to pay interest on ten millions of Its 
capitul, andif during five years the company 
bad {ncreased the ainount ou which interest 
yyax paid from £872,000 to five and a half 
millions ater!ing, there waa a prospect dur- 
g the next five years of prying Interest on 
fhuch larger portion of the capital.

PARTICULARS OF THE AFFAIR, 


at: Mans 


Our cable despatches have already an 

nounced the execution of the Fenians at 
Manchester on the 28rd iiltimo, The 
latest papers recéived by the Chinn are 
of that date, and the only “particulars 
given are the following from the Pall Mall 
Gazette : 

“ When tke liour fixed for the execution 
had arrived, 2ddenly the words of military 
command were heard, and a company of 
the Seventy-second Highlanders marghed 
round the court-house, and took up a 
position in line at the foot of the staircase. 
Simultaneously small detachments of the 
same regiment ascended to the platform, 
and crouched there with their loaded rifles 
slightly projecting over the prison wall,— 
At almost the same moment the heads of a 
hue of suldiers arose above the parapet of 
the railway viaduct. 

“A line of warders was formed fn the 
jail court. The sentries on duty ceased 
their walk, magistrates and reporters stood 
aside, and a dead silence prevailed for a 
few momenta ns a signal was given from a 
comer of the Roun House. At three 
minutes past cight o'clock the solemn voice 
of a priest repeating the Litany of the 
Roman Catholic Church was heard, and 
the head of the procession became visible 
through the thick fog, about thirty yards 
from the foot of the staircase, The R 
©. Cantwell walked first, by the side of 
Allen. The convict was deadly pale; his 
eyes wandered alternately from the priest 
to the individuals standing around. 
walked with a tolerably steady step, and 
uttered the response, ‘Lord have mercy on 
us, ino firm yoice.

To be applied 
twice a day to the parts affected, carefully, 
aa whenever it comes in contact with the 
skin the hair is temporarily removed. If 
the part becomes sore keep it well greased, 
and after a few applications of the mixture, 
drop off twice a day to once in two or three 
days, untill the lidument is used up. 


Oon Recerpr ron Cunixo Meat,—To 
one gallon of water, take 1} lbs, of salt," 
lb, of sugir, fom of saltpetro, > oz, of 
potush. Inthis ratio the pickle is to be 
increased to any quantity desired. Let 
these be boiled together, until all the dirt 
from the sugar rises to the top and js skim 
med off, Then throw it into the tub to 
cool, and when cad, pour it over your beef 
or pork, to remain thé Usual tine, say four 
or five weeks, The meat must be well 
covered with “pickle; "and should not be 
put down for at least two days after killing, 
during which time it should be slightly 
sprinkled with powdered saltpetro which 
removes all the surface blood, &e., leaving 
the meat fresh and clean, Some omit 
boiling the pickle, and find it to answer 
well; though the operation of boiling puri- 
fies the pickle by throwing off the dirt 
always to be found in salt and sugar. If 
this receipt i »properly tried, it will never 
be abandoned, \There fs none that surpas— 
ses it, ifso'good. — Germantown Telegraph. 


France 4 Wheat Counrry.—Accor- 
ding to the Stepwe des Bconomiaste, the entire 
extent ofgarfice appropriated in France 
to the cuk{ivation of wheat, istwo.thousand 
éight hundredsfeagues, .Ofevery hundred 
Acres appropriated to%cultivation im. that 
Country, forty are devoted to this grain.— 
It is asserted that she quantity of wheat 
produced in France, exceeds the aggregate 
product ofthe same grain in the Batish 
Isles, Sweden, Poland, Holland, Spain and 
Prussia, The apnual consumption per 
head, on an average, in France, is between 
six-and seven bushels; in the British Isles, 
between five und six bushels, in Spain, 
between four and five; Holland, between 
two and three ; in Prussia much less, and 
ioPoland and Sweden,comparatively little. 
Spain, next to France, 1s the greatest 
wheat growing couvtry in Europe. Her 
soil 1s alnvdst equally fertile, andabounds 
In those mineral ingredients upon the 
presence of which in the soil, the success 
ofthe wheat crop isin a great measure 
found to depend. 


Sonapixe AnD Wasninc TrEEs.—We 
consider early winter to be the best time 
for scraping-and washing the trunks of 
trees; It js well known to ‘all observing 
fruit growers that thé loose-bark of trees 
is the winter quartérs of myriads of insects, 
where they gectrely remain until the en- 
suing spring, when the warm genial wea- 
ther invites them to'quit their cozy homes 
and begin their destructive operations for 
the seagon, “We ljave found a narrow saw, 
tather fine-toothed, to be an excellent toul 
in rasping off th¢ superfluous bark. It 
accomplishes it more uniformly than a lioe, 
trowel. or other, scraper; a trowel ora abort 
handled hoe, however, is yery good, when 
the other may not be possessed. After the 
bark is remoyed, the trunks should be 
washed thoroughly with @ ‘preparation’ of 
whale oil, soap and water, say in propor- 
tion of a pound of the soap to four gallons 
of water. It can be applied to large trees 
with o bickory broom ora atiff whitewash 


| brash, and to small trees, especially dwarls, 


with the hand scrub brush. SicKly trees, 
which at this season can be easily detected 
by being covered with a species of fungi,cr 
perliaps more properly a peculiar insectiy- 
erous deposit—should be scrubbed so as to 
completely remove this. The mixture will 
of itsif beneflt the tree, while the removal 
from the stem of all extraneous and injuri- 
ous substances will give to it new health 
and vigor the ensning seagon—in’ some 
instances to a surprising extent, When 
whale-oil soap is not obtainable, ley may be 
used, butit should not be very strong, ort 
might be injurious to the roots of the tree 
ifspplied plentifully and the tree small.— 
Germantown Telegraph.
